DISALLOWANCE PROCEEDINGS 
THREATENED. 


(Edmonton Journal) 

The possibility of disallowance pro- 
ceedings being taken in connection 
with Mr. Sifton’s A. and G. W. leg- 
islation was pointed out by Mr. 
Bennett in the speech which he deliv- 
ered in criticism of the government’s 
policy. These have now come, as hat 
practically everything else that the 
principal opposition critics of that 
time forecasted. 

There is no means of knowing what 
view the Ottawa authorities will 
take of the matter that has been 
thus put up to them. The right of 
disallowance is exercised with great 
care. But it is one of the proper 
functions of the central. government. 
under our constitution, and it is its 
duty to perform it whin it is called 
for by the interests of the nation o1 
of the Empire. 

There is no question that the con- 
fiscatory proceedings of the Sifton 
government have” been “quite un 
matched in British constitutional his- 
tory. They must affect the reputation 
net only of Alberta, but of Canada 
as'a whole. No province can adopt 
a course that is a scandal outside 
the Dominicn boundaries without in- 
volving all the others. So if Mr. 
Borden and his colleazu:s should see 
fit to intervene, they would have 
ample justification for so doing.

liament buildings in the Capital city 
of Edmonton. From early in the 
morning visitors thronged che new 
Legislature, admiring its stately 
grandeur and beseiging the Speaker 
for tickets. Most of the members 
also were to be seen moving here 
and there. The opening ceremony 
took place at 3 o’clock and long be- 
fore that hour the public galleries 
and the Speaker’s Gallery were 
crowded. . 

Promptly at 3 o'clock the voice of 
the sergeant at arms was. heard 
through the crowded hall crying 
“Order, order,’’ and the mace was 
borne in with ceremony and laid on 
he red velvet cushion, the Speaker 
following t« his chair. Immediately 
thereafter the arrival of the King’s 
epresentative, Lieutenant Governor 
George Headley Vicars Bulyea, was 
announced and the vast audience 
rose to its feet, the Speaker vacated 
the chair and the Lt. Governor, ac- 
companied by his aid and sceretary, 
mounted his dias and took his seat 
upon the throne.

TAKE A GHANGE 


That Is What Farmers Should Do, 
Says President Creelman 


That which the farmer in Ontario 
lacks most at the present day is bus!- 
ness ability, said President Creelman 
“of Guelph Agricultural College. He 
will not spend ten dollars in-order to 
make twenty, but, unlike the business 
man, looks for a bare existence first 
and lets the amount of profit rank 
second. He would do well to take a 
leaf out of the example book of the 
western farmer, who is a born specu- 
lator and will readily. spend $100 on} 
the chance of making fifty rather than 
not spend at all. Dr. Creelman. advo- 
cated for each country district the 
presence of the Doctor of Agriculture 
along with the physician, Jawyer and 
‘veterinary surgeon. Such a profes- 
sion, however, cannot be filled at once, 
‘and Dr. Creelman suggested that it 
lies in the power of the school teacher 
to interest the young idea in_ the 
science of the land. In three months 
a teacher can be taught the rudiments 
of plant lore, soil culture, and the vari- 
ous malignant and benevoleut:types of 
insect pests and their fostoring or de- 
struction. Such a knowledge! gives 
both teacher and pupil an added inter- 
est in the work; the child {s not so 
likely to rush from schoo) at the earli- 
est possible moment, ‘while the teach- 
er’s interest in her flock is extended 
beyond the actual school hours. 

“The real prosperity of Canada to- 
day lies in the dairy business,” assert- 
ed the speaker. Butter is literally 
crystalized sunshine, for it has few or 
-no elements which are taken from the 
soil. Carbon, fat and nitrogen are 
taken by the animal from the air, and 
in addition the beast returns to the 
soll sufficient in the form of fertilizer 
to double its productiveness. At the 
present time Canada supplies 70 per 
cent. of the cheese consumed in Eng- 
land. The average annual milk yield 
per cow is three thousand. pounds. 
Some cows yield close on twenty-one 
thousand, so that in supply alone there 
js an increase of seven hundred per 
cent. possible,
